10 tackle my feed

RIPENING BANANAS FOR m._

The Frult Arought Groea te New York and
Heated In Close Rosma,

VERYWHERE one
may hear the eory:
* Bananas, all ripel™
Few poople know
(. wherathey come from,
who imports them how
they are ripened and
put upon the market,
The yellow variety, the
kind most ex{ensively
imported, is brought
principally from Ja-
malea, although Port
Limon and Aspinwall,
A enoh export many
~2' thousands of bunches
yearly. The red va-
riety is wholly im.

ported from Baracao.

One firm now employs three steamships
which ply between New York and Jamaics,
and are used solely for the importation of
fruit, chiefly bananas, Thess steamers wore
build oxprossly for this bLusiness, and are
constructed with countless ventilators and
numerous moveable decks, The fruit Is
onckod in n rather peculiar way. Tha

unohos are stowd on end, and two layers
are thua spread over the bottom of the ves.
sol's bold, when a movable deck is fitted
over them. Then two more ors of the
fruit are laid down, and so on until the ¢
is complete. A vessel oarries from 8,000
18,000 bunches per trip.

The middlemen in the banana business
purchase their stock atthe wharves as soon
ns the vossel ins to . They buy
from 100 to 1,800 bunches at a time and cart
them iuuuerih’.elf to the cellars, where the
nre ripe:i;d. The o n mlcha:ndt
countr, an extre n oon on,
Upon r!'mhhu thess o':ﬁm'i'ﬁ bunches are
hung on hooks suspended in rows along the
celling. In the center of the cellar ium
or oil stove, which is generally so reguln
ns to preserve a temperaturs of 60 or 70
degrees Fahrenneit. Here the fruit ripens
gradually until it is ready for the retailers,

Somuetimes, however, when the demand is
large for the ripe the cellar is hoated
to 76 d s, and sometimes even 80 degrees,
but at this temperature the banans s apt to
“* cook,” s it is called, and lose its flavor.
